A five-day torrential storm, heaviest in years, that 
dropped over the Sierra Madres, brought 11.27 inches of 
rain to Sierra Madre, Hastings Ranch, Sierra Madre Villa, 
the Oaks-Highland and Rosemead-Foothill areas. Total 
rainfall for the season thus far is a whopping 20.04 inches, 
compared with a meager 5.92 this time last year. 

Combined with the erosion caused by last October’s 
forest fires, the storm brought one death and evacuation 
of mud-filled homes in Sierra Madre and environs, inflicted 
immense damage in the hill sections, especially Canyon 
Crest and Skyline Dr. in Sierra Madre; the Carriage House 
Rd. section where Sierra Madre and Pasadena converge, 
and in Pasadena Glen. 

Thirty-three of 55 families were evacuated from Pasa¬ 
dena Glen when a ten-foot wall of water demolished a 
bridge, washed out roads, mud, rocks and tree trunks 
through the homes, inflicting widespread damage. 

TONS OF DIRT. SILT AND ROCKS were rolled down 
every north-south street — Michillinda, N. Sunnyside, N. 
Lima, Hermosa, N. Auburn, Baldwin — from the moun¬ 
tains, causing damage which will take weeks to remove 
or repair. 

Silt and debris reached the Roberts Market and Wis¬ 
taria Bakery at Sierra Madre Blvd. and S. Baldwin where 
it was contained by heavy sandbagging. 

Edgeview was closed completely by a mud barricade. 
N. Auburn residents Incurred heavy damage. The debris 
dams held well but were speedily filled by debris. 

The storm cleared toward noon Monday after continu¬ 
ing from early last Thursday, with the heaviest downpour, 
4.38 inches, on Sunday. At times it resembled a cloudburst. 
It was marked by renewed damage especially in the Cany- 
yon Crest, Skyline Dr., Carriage House Rd. and Marlborough 
areas. 

WHILE CLEARING WEATHER ensued Tuesday, Wed¬ 
nesday, weather reports are for more rain the latter part 
of the week. 

City employes, directed by Administrator Lawrence C. 
Bevington and Public Works Supt. C. A. Barkmeyer, with 
the assistance of 30 firemen directed by Chief Charles E. 
Brown and 20 members of the Search and Rescue Team, 
directed by Capt. Fred La Lone, labored through the days 
and nights to remove as much mud, silt and rocks as pos¬ 
sible, evacuate householders and to help minimize the 
widespread damage.

Norris Urges 
Republicans 
Get Rolling 

Concrete steps to strength¬ 
en the Republican Party at 
both grass roots level and 
on the state and national 
scene were presented to the 
recently formed Foothill Re¬ 
publican Club by Norton 
Lincoln Norris, Glendale 
business executive, at an 
evening dinner meeting Feb.

2 — Those who have 
changed their names since 
they last registered. 

3 — Those who desire to 
change their political affili¬ 
ation. 

4 — Those voters whose 
registrations were cancelled 
because they did not vote at 
the general election in 1960 
and who have not registered 
since said cancellation. 
(However, those voters who 
still reside at the same ad¬ 
dress and who sent in the 
return postcard mailed to 
them by the registrar of vot¬ 
ers after the 1960 general 
election cancellation, need 
not re-register.) 

5 — Those who have be¬ 
come of age, and have not 
registered. 

6 — New residents of Los 
Angeles County, who will 
have the required qualifica¬ 
tions 'by the date of the elec¬ 
tion. These qualifications 
are: 

a — One year residence in 
the state. 

b — Ninety days residence 
in the county. 

c — Twenty-one years of 
age. 

d — A naturalized citizen 
must have been a citizen for 
at least ninety days prior to 
the date of the election, and 
must show his naturaliza¬ 
tion papers to the deputy, 
when registering for the first 
time. i 

e — All voters must be 
able to read the English 
language and sign their 
names, and must not be dis¬ 
qualified to vote by reason 
of a felony conviction.
